CHEROKEE PHILOSOPHER. 


Nobody Growing Rich, but Many Scrouging to Keep 
Up Appearances— fhe Smartness of This Gen- 
er tion the Bane of the Last—VodRing the 
Preacher and Cheating the Church. 


I don't bear of many folks getting rich. | 
don’t know of but few who are making more 
than a good fair living, and there's ten to one 
who are powerfully scrouged to do that, The 
majority of mankind are always on a strain. 
Most of em work bard enough, but somehow 
or somehow other, they can’t get ahead, and 
a good many are in old Plunket’s fix who 
said he was even with the world for he owed 
about as much as he dident owe. The 
average family nfan is’ hard run. 
There's nobody perishing or freezing 
wm this sunny land, and very few 
folks boarding at the poor house. but still 
there isa general struggle going on in the 
town and the country. Most everybody is 
tf cebt more or less, and what one crop don’t 
pay has to lap over on the next, The mer- 
Chants say that money is awful tight right 
now.,and I reckon itis.

The four 
D’s are mighty close kin—debt, duns, death 
and the devil—and one is nearly as welcome as 
the other. A man who was born richand man 
aged to keep so or a man who was born poor 
and has gotten rich don’t know much about 
the horror of debt 4nd hasent got much sym- 
athy for the debtor class and is very apt to 
ay it all to their imprudence or bad manage- 
ment but the fact is most of our rich men got 
a start before the war or built up ontLeruins 
of it before society with its extravagance got 
hold of em. They couldent do itnow. I 
know (tots of rich men who if they were 
to lose their fortunes couldent start now and 
make another. They think they couid, but 
they couldent; mankind are too smart and 
too-sharp now for an old-fashioned man to 
siand any chance. He would get licked up 
in his firstexperiment. Money makes money 
and money can keep money after it is made, 
but there isaslim chance now for a young 
man to make -money and save it and keep in 
gun-shot of society. He can bottle himself 
up and remain a bachelor and turn his back 
on society and accumulate a fortune, but the 
trouble is that most of em want to marry and 
ought to marry, and if he botties himseif up 
and spends nothing and dresses common 
he is not.the sort of a man the girls 
are waiting for. Andsoif be spends freely 
an” ‘ides around, he is apt to get mafried, 
ni hen comes house rent and servant's hire 
x:  vlothes according, and he squeezes along 
Hud is always on astrain. There are mighty 
few getting rich now-a-day, but when a man 
does get astart, he can get richer than they 
used to. A half a million now is about what 
suusand doilars used to be. But the 
average n¥aihdZ Not going to get rich, and I 
reckon itis th@tunmon lot, and therefore it 
is allright. - Nobody ought to distress him- 
self about it, or hanker after money, 
but somehow I can’t help wishing 
that our ‘common people were a 
little better off. « I wish they were 
outofdebtand hada little ahead—just a 
start. Whythe very best people | know are 
about the poorest, that is the poorest uccord- 
ing to their position in society. Look at our 
preachers. They don’t banker after money 
nor luxuries, but they are entitled toa reas- 
onable living. I tolda man the other day 
about a man who had got rich, and he said 
he always knowed he was a shifty cuss. The 
preachers don’t belong to that class, They 
are notshifty. I wonder what is the matter 
with the churches. They are always bebind. 
It ain’tone inten tbat pays the preacher 
what they promise. There is always a bal- 
ance toiap over, and the laps are never 
paid. The church wants repairs, and there is 
no money to do it with. I 
don't know much about’ the _ cities 
nor -about all the towns in the 
state, but I know of but one town that has 
nice churches ail paid for and well furnished 
and that pays the preachers all they promise, 
and that town is the nice little village of Ac- 
worth. Allthe restthat 1 know are strug- 
gling along, bezging and pleading and hoping 
to do better next year. I know that it is 
mighty hard w keep up four or five churches 
in a little town and pay four or five preachers, 
I was reading about this the other day in 
Scribner's magazine—about the new church 
in Connecticut that has absorbed all the oth 
ers. They call it the Christian League, and 
it includes Methodis's and Baptists and Pres- 
byterians and Episcopalians and has but one 
creed and that is the apostie’s creed. Towns 
that had tour churches and four preachers to 
pay have consolidated. into one, and 
everybody goes there and helps to build it up. 
This movement begun in New Albion, three 
years ago, A city of thirteen thousand inhabi- 
tants, and has spread all over the state until, 
as the artic'e said, every town in the state 
has followed suit. This is a new departure 
shore enough, and if it isall true is the big- 
gest thing I have read aboutina long time. 
1 heard an old man say the other day 
that eburch money was the 
hardest money in the world 
to raise, and he was in favor of changing the 
constitution of the United States and have 
the government to pay the preachers, like 
they do in England, for, says he, it gets no 
better, but worse; and if it wasent tog the 
women the preachers would perish to death. 
He told me about a member who got mad 
With another member and wanted him turned 
out of the church, and because they wouldent 
do it he quit paying the preacher. Jesso. 
Anything for an excuse. Well, you see the 
reachers can't talk for themselves, and they 
on't talk; and bave long since learned how 
to suffer and be strong. 

The trouble with churches is pretty much 
thesame thatitisin any other corporation. 
#Tbhe members are all stockholders with the 
individual liability clause struck out of the 
charterand no man owes the debt. They 
fee] like somebody else owes it and are not 
doing their share of paying, and I reckon 
that’s so, too. But after all the big trouble is 
poverty. The preachers ought to be all rich 
and the people, too, and then maybe every- 
body would be happy, Maybe they would— 
maybe. But whether we would or not, most 
every body is willing to try it awhile and see.

A shake, a wave 
of the hand, and if the bubble did not incon- 
tinentlv burst, it floated in mid-air fora second 
or two and then vanished. 


sphere of remarkable strength and durability 
possessed of a gorgeously diversified coloring 
is easily produced. When biown witha large 
tobacco pipe or two-inch funnela diameter of 
twelvé to twenty inches may be obtained. 
Once. blown the bubbles may be detached 
from the pipe by agentle shake and rested 
upon the mouth -of a wineglass or tumbler, 
the rim having been previously smeared with 
the preparation In this position, if there is 
no draft playing around, the bubbles will re- 
main perfect for hours, if the preparation has 
been skilfully prepared. At the laboratory 
when the mixture is prepared, the proprietor 
once kept one intact undera glass for three 
days. A curious feature in connection with 
these bubbles is that they may be pierced 
with a pan or pencil dipped in the solution 
without bursting. They bound and rebound 
from the floor if allowed to fall on a carpet 
and a very pretty effect is produced 
by blowing a cloud of tobacco 
smoke through the pipe. The _ blue 
wreaths of smvuke circle around, taking all 
sorts of fantastic shapes within the glistening 
limits of their fragile tenement, It is further 
claimed that this skilful admixture of oleate 
and ylycerine is of considerable value to the 
scientist, especially as aiding in experiments 
having reference to the refraction of light.

SONGS FROM THE DRAMATISTs. Edited by Robert 


Bell. New ‘York: Dodd, Mead & Co. Atlanta: 
Holman, Coffin & Co. 


Mr. Beil was well known some thirty years ago a 
a careful editor of English classics, an edition of the 
standard English dramatists, and of Shakspeare by 
itselfare hia monuments. The present volume is 
a labor of love on Bell’s part and was issued about 
twenty five years ago. The reissue is timely and 
better if anything, than the original edition: and is 
almost invaluable to any literury student. The ar- 
rangement, introductions and notes are 
useful and admirable. The first author 
is Nicholas Udall, author of Ralph 
Roister Doister, the first known English drama 
properly so called. It may be that a yet earlier dra- 
matist than Schoolmaster Udall, with his ‘Ralph 
Rolster Doister,’’ (written about 1540, printed 1566‘ 
rediscovered 1518,) may be discovered. In noting 
the reprints in 1*21 and 1830, ‘‘and lastly by the 
Shakspeare Society in 1847’’ the editor forgets Prof. 
Arber’s reprintin 1859. From ‘Ralph Roister Dois- 
ter’’ the song of the ‘‘minion,’’ or ‘“‘darling little,’’ 
wife is wken:

Miss ‘Christian Reid’’ is confessedly in the first 
rankef American novelists, and isa deserved fa- 
vorite with her readers. Her latest book is equal 
instrength of plot and accurate description to the 
preceding ones. 

“Heart of Steel’ is the story of a young girl who 
thinks herself the plaything of fate, because her 
father, the rich and powerful Prince Waldegrave, 
deserted his beautiful young wife, an American, in 
order to connect himself by marriage with more 
powerful influences. 

Madam Lescar, the deserted wife, tries to induce 
her daughter Irene, to forgive her father, but 
Irene’s hatred isimplacabie. Madam L“scar dies 
when Irene is eighteen; and ske is adop- 
ted by a lovely woman, Mrs. Faiconcr. Irene and 
Mrs. Falconér go t winter in Rome, aud during a 
most romantic ramble in the Villa Albani, Irene 
mee the Counts Waldegrave, the nephew and adop 
ted son of her father the prince. Sne knows who 
he is, but he is ignorant that the lovely Miss Les- 
car, whose voice is charming all Rome, is really his 
eousin. ‘hey fall in love with each other, and then 
commences the struggle in Irene’s heart of steel, 
Count Haldegrave is a noble character, and as soon 
as he discovers who Irene is, goes to the prince, and 
so influences him, that he gladly seeks an interview 
with Irene, and begs her forgiveness. She scorns 
his proffered love, and the prince dies soon after- 
wards remorse, Roman night air, 
and ‘malaria absorbed amid the 
flowery haunts of Junifa,’’ give Irene a terri- 
ble fever. After many days Irene recovers her 
strength, and then Mrs. Falconer takes her for a 
last drive in Rome to the Villa Matteir. There, as 
irene sits watching the sun set, 
Count Waldegrave finds her. This 
time Irene is more malleable, and after 
a long conversation, ‘“‘and when theshadows began 
to lengthen over the marvelous plain, its ame.

ART AND THE FORMATION oF Taste. Six lectures 
by Lucy Crane.

A peculiarity of Persian and Ottoman poetry is 
hat it almost always possesses, beneath its literai 
meaning, a subtle esoteric spiritual sis nificance.

tured, if we look beneath the surface, the longing 
of the soul of man for God, or the yearning of the 
buman heart after heavenly light and wisdom. 
There is nota character introduced into these ro- 
mances but represents som 2 passion, uot an accident 
but has some spiritual meaning. In the history of 
Iskender (or Alexander) we watch the noble hu- 
man suul in its struggles against the powers of this 
world, and, when aided by God and guided by the 
heavenly wisdom and religious teachers, its ulti- 
mate victory over every earthly passion, and its 
attainment of that point of divine serenity whence 
it can look calmly down on all sublunary things. 

“Of a similar character are the odes called Gazels; 


these little peems, though outwardly mere volup- 
tuous or bacchanalian songs, are in reality the out- 
pourings of hearts overwhelined, or as they them- 
selves express it, drunken with the love of God. 
He is that Fair One whom they so eagerly entreat 
to come to them, to throw off the veil that conceals 
his perfect beauty from the sight of their compre- 
hension. Every word in these effusions has its 
spiritual or mystic signification, well known to the 
initiated; thus. the mistress is God: the lover, 
man; the tresses, the mystery of the Godhead, or

THE FIRE ALARM.

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CALLED INTO COURT, REPRIMAND- 
BED AND DISCHARGED. 
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|} Whet the Judge Said to the Jury in tho Tilly-Frioks 
Case—A Lecture on Sending Notes to News- 
papers—A Week Out and no Verdict— 
Discharged, but no Thanks. 


A scene that does not occur twice in a-decade 
came to pass in the United States circuit court yes 
terday morning. THe Constirution of yesterday 
contained a reference to the failure of the jury in 
the Tilley-Fricks case to agree on a verdict and a 
consequent disturbance in the jury room. Yester- 
day morning, when the evidence in the Howard 
case was Allin, Judge MeCay ordered the jury to 
vacate the box; and directed that the jury in the 
Tilley-Fricks ease be brought into court. The 
speciators looked for something lively, and there 


was a restless rustle as the twelve 
men filed into the court room 
and took their seats in the jury box. When they 


were all seated and quiet reigned, Judge McCay 
turned slowly around and in an impressive tone 
said to the jury: ‘‘You have been out now about 
a week and there is little probability of your agree- 


ing.’’ 

The Judge paused a momentand continued: ‘I 
am very much pained to learn that you have come 
to blows in the jury room,”’ 

Mr Lewis Clarke arose and saidquietly: ‘That 
your honor, is a mistake.’’ 

*Well,”’ said Judge McCay, “‘at any rate there has 
been a quarrel.”’ 

‘Only fora few minntes. I stopped it as soon as 
it was beguy.”’ replied Mr. Clarke. 

“Lam pained,’ said Judge McCay, “‘and mortified 
to be informed that you have, that some one of the 
jury has been writing notes to the newspaper and 
throwing them out of the window. Which one of 
you I do not know, and I don'tcaretoknow. If he 
did so he violated the lawand his conscience, and 
seta shameful example, and IJ wish in this publie 
way torebukehim. Under this state of facts, gen- 
tlemen, | will order a mis-trial and discharge the 
jury. Let a mis-trial beentered up n the min- 
utes. You have taken up much time, and put the 
court to much expense, for nothing.” 

Mr. Clarke arose aguin and said: 

“l will state to your honor that there were no 
notes thrown out by the jury that I know of. | 
heard of the statement this morning and asked them 
and thee all denied it.’’ 

‘‘There were two notes seen to fall from the win- 
dow,’’ replied Judge McCay. 

“Tl was not aware of that, sir, Iassure you,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Clarke. 

Mr. Clarke then handed ovér the indictment and 
the jury withdrew.’ 

IN THE JURY ROOM. 

The jury was mad during the whole week. The 
feed didn’t suit for the first day or two and the ac- 
commodations otherwise were not to the liking of 
he twelve men. There wasadearth of towels and 


soap, and a lack of those numerous little conven: 
iences thatlend a ebarm to life. For instance 
when a juryman wanted to send out his washiog 
and geta change ofcollar and shirt, he was in- 
formed that he was under strict quarantine regula- 
tions, and that he must wear hissoiled linen a while 
longer. Communication with the ovtside world 
was cut o@& The first ballot was taken Friday 
night after the jury retired, and stood seven for ac 

quittal and five for conviction. Moses Bentley 
made aspeech and another ballot was taken, and 
resulted in eight votes for acquittal and four for 
conviction. Moses had won overa juryman. The 
balloting continued from day to day until 
finally there were ten votes for acquittal and two 
for convietion. The two were William Gaines and 
Joha Howard, both colored. After aconsiderable 
amount of argument Saines was broughtover aud 
Howard was left standing solitary and alone 

Every effort was made to bring him to an agree- 
ment, but he stood firmly by bis old position. At 
last the arguments took on the order of a quarrel, 
and finally Bentley intimated that Howard was in- 
fluenced by an improper motive, whereu pon 
Howard advanced upon sentley. Bentley sat 
motionlessin his chair awaiting the onslaught. The 
balance of the jury interfered and prevented a 
fight. Bentley is said to be a man with “gum in 
him,’’ and if the twohad gotten together it is prob- 
able that things would have been hvely. Howard 
Claimed that he believed himself to be an instru- 
ment of God, and one of his reasons for wanting a 
verdict of guilty was tbat District-Attorney Bigby 
wantedit. they wereall as hot as hornets because 
they were kept su closely confined. 


ATLANTA ARCHITECTURE. 


A Talk Abcut What Is Suited te the Climate eo 
Georgia. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter asked atpromi- 
nent architect what he thought of the st, le of the 
buildings in Atlanta, and if there was auy real im- 
provement being made in that direction. He replied: 
‘*I4Bs really very difficult to see any serious im 

prov@ment in the style. It seems that we are taking 
up what New York abandons. In my own matters 
I have been accustomed to treat subjects re- 
gerdiess of New York or any other place, and 
inasensible way. A thing that is comme il faut 
for New York is notin piace hereatall. The mat- 
ter of. the style of southern houses has never been 
touched in the books. All the books that have 
been written in this country on architecture have 
special :eference to the east and New England and 
to the west, but the south has been left alone. We 
have jumped into the worst and most vulgar vaga- 
ries of the west, and right now 

seem to run in the direction of 
New England aid their style is not at allagreea»le 
or in accordance with the conditions existing here. 


For example, if you_look over the rules 
of architecture you will find that in Sweden 
aud Norway the house is pbearly all roof— 


very steep, in order toshed snow, and as you go 
from Norway to the Orient yon find that in the 
Orient the roof is perfecily flat. The con- 
dition of the climate is marked by the slope 
of the roof to a great extent. The climate 
that exists here and tne conditions that we have 
are very much of the natureof Italy and Venice, 
hence the style that we should study and adopt 
and which is agreeable to our conditions, is their 
style In other words, our style should be the 
Italian and the Venetian. The conditions being 
the same, the architecture should be the same. In 
so faras our people are different from Italiansand 
Venetians, in the same ratio should our building be 
different.’’ 

“What should be the 
house ?’’ 
“The style proper for the southern house—the 
first feeling that a man shouitd have on entering— 
is that of roominuess It should be roominess against 
the cosiness that you look for when you go iuto a 
New England house. The climateis too warm, you 
are cosy enough without close quarters. The 
rooms should be Jarge, not Tess than sixten feet 
square and not less than twelve feet in the ceiling. 
Next the whole house should be windows as far as 
possible, so that when the weather is warm you 
can open the windows and make the 
whole house out of doors. Then everything should 
be very simple and refined. in contra-distinction 
to the western shoddy, whichis vulgar. Now, the 
character of the southern geut'eman is noble. He 
lacks the desire for display, and everything about 
him is simple but genuine. The plain house, hand- 
some in *ts simplicity and built for comfort, is 
what +uits him best, and is what he shoulu have.

THE PENITENTIARY REPORT. 


Colonel Towers Reports the Condition of the Convicts 
and the Camps. 

Yesterday Colonel J. R. Towers made his regular 
monthly report to Governor Stephens on.the condi- 
tion of the convictsand camps. The report finds 
fauit with the management of the campsj of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, and criticises 
the conduct of the officials there. Governor Ste- 
phens has notified Mr. Phillips to appear before 
him. The governor is looking after the peniten- 
tiary department very closely, and is determined 
that matters there shall be conducted according to 
law. Colonel Towers’s report isas follows: 


To His Excellency Governor A. H. Stephens: — 
I have the honor of herewith submittizg my report 
for the month of Jannary, 1883. On the ist of said 
month I visited Graysville branch penitentiary No. 
2, controlled by W. B. Lowe. I found the convicts 
all in good health and quartered in comfortable 
buildines. They are well supplied with clothing 
and bedding. On January 2d and 3d I vi-ited 
Dade county coal mines, where I found everything 
in good condition. With theexception of three or 
four cases of chronic sickness, the convicts are in 
excellent health. The superintendent of the 
con Victs at the mines has an admirable system for 
ihe management of the convicts. On the 4th J vis- 
ited the wranch of peni entiary No. 8, on the line 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, located in Pau ding county. The quarters at 
this camp are not sogood s those where convicts are 
permanen'ly located, but they are comfortable and 
well supplied. Two male convicts were laid up 
each with a broken leg, but were doing weli and 
expected to resume work atan early day, Their 
injuries were sustained while at work on the rail- 
road, a heavy rock falling upon tbem. 
After investigating the mnratter am pre- 
vared to say that the accident was unavoidable. 
Ju the 9th I visited Cedartown branch of peniten- 
tiary compauy No, 2, where I found the convicts In 
fine health. The quarters, bedding and clothing 
were in splendid condition. A hospital has recently 
been fitted up at this camp, which for convenien-

On the 17th and 18th I visited Colonel Lockett's

There was no sickness among the 
convicts, They were well cared for, being amply 
supplied with food and clothing. Preparations 
were being made to move this camp to the brick 
yard on the Chattahoochee. 

On the 19h I visited W. B. Lowe's 


camp, in Dodge county. There are 
two cam there, the buildings of which 
were not finished on a previous visit, but on this I 


found them completed and in good condition. 
There isa well furnished hospital at each camp. 
The health and condition of the convicts is mem 3 
This camp is located in the pine belt and has the 
appearance of being healthy. 

n the 25th and 26th I visited the camps of the 
Marietta and North Geergia railroad, near Jasper, 
in Pickens county.. I found that your order with 
regard to mattresses and woolen clothing had not 
been emplied with. I find that about 
two thirds of the men have new woolen outer suits 
and all of them are short of underclo hing, many 
of them not having a change and wearing the same 
shirts for weeks without washing There have been 
abont two-thirds of the requisite number of mat- 
tressés furnished, but none of them are properly 
filled, some of them not being over two inches in 


thickness. The convicts are well shod, 
and there was no complaint from 
them about the rations furnished 


Good health prevails here. There is a lack of 
proper management about thiscamp. There is too 
much freedom alluwed vi-itors in and around the 
stockade, some of whom are allowed to enter the 
stockade even in an intoxicated condition. And I 
feel it my du y as an officer to repor: that the man 
in charge of this camp, Captain W. W. Phillips, is 
at times and frequently, in no fit condi- 
tion to have charge of convicts on 
account of his intemperate habits, as I «m inform: d 
by many of the good citizens of the county, and it 
is singular that there are not more escapes, there 
being so ma’ y trusties, two of whom escaped on 
the 20th of January. 

On the 30th I visited Colonel J. M. Smith’s camp in 
Oglethorpe county, a branch ef penitentiaoy No. 3: 
I found the convicts in very good health and well 
cared for. One of the convicts had one of his le 
broken about three weeks ago by a falling tree. He 
is doing well and will soon be up.
